The Swiss President Resigns, 
Berne, Dec. 8.—Dr. Welti, President 
of Switzerland, has resigned, owing to

Railway.

The 
inscription on the coffin plate is in 
Latin and is a tribute to the deceased 
as a ruler and a savant. An immense 
canopy lined with silver hangs from the 
church roof, and the wails are draped 
with crape.

Olivia Cornwallis West, daughter of Col.

The Spanish Team D2feat the Ger- 
mans After a Game Fight, 

The Police Palle? Off Their Feet in Just 
Thirty Seconds by the Americans

The attendancesat Hazard's Pavilion 
last night fot thé sécond evening of the 
international tug-of-war under the 
management of the Los Angeles Ath- 
letic Club was fully as large as on the 
opening night and the excitement was 
even greater. 

The first tug was between the Spanish 
and the German teams. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Spanish pulled 
ome hour and twenty-six minutes the 
night before they showed up smiling 
after making a little kick against 
being pitted against one of the favorite 
teams. It was believed by everyone 
thatthe Germans would walk away 
with the Spanish in less than thirty 
minutes, and when two hours and eight 
minutes had been pulled and thé victory 
was given to the Spanish team a 
change came over all and Spanish stock 
went up several points. The policemen 
were vindicated all along the line, for 
everybody could see that the police had 
their hands full on the opening night 
and should not have been blamed for 
losing the tug at the expiration of one 
hour and twenty-six minutes. - 

The success of last night’s pull in- 
sures crowded houses during the rest of 
the week and gives the Athletic Club a 
big send-off. 

FIRST TUG, 

The German team showed up first on

First Street, West, 

Tne Times has received an inquiry as 
to the status of the project for open- 
ing First street westward through 
the hills, ‘‘about which there has been’ 
so much negotiating, legislating and 
connubiating within the past year or 

To state the case briefly, at ‘the time 
the matter was under active agitation 
a compromise grade of one in ten from 
Broadway to the top of the hill was de- 
termined upon, and on this basis the 
Council adopted the necessary ordi- 
nance and prescribed the district upon. 
which assessments were to be levied. 
While this was pending a parallel 
case—that of Temple street—went 
into the courts) on a contest 
of property owners. This case 
dragged its slow length along for 
several months, and Judge McKinley 
finally decided that the scheme of a 
comprehensive assessment district is 
not in accordance with law; in other 
words, that the expense of improving a 
street must be defrayed by assessments 


upon the property fronting on that 


street. It was further decided that not 
more than one street improvement 
could be legally. comprehended within a 
single ordinance. This decision blocked 
further proceedings in_.the case of First 
street as effectually as it did in that of 

Temple street. 

However, the City Attorney got leave 
to amend his answer, which carries with 
it the right of another hearing. The 
case has been ‘transferred meanwhile 
from Judge McKinley's department to 
Judge The City Attorney's of- 
fice is now engaged in preparing its 
amended answer, and the matter will 
be brought to an issue again as 
soon as possible. As there are a great 
number of property owners concerned, 
it is a big undertaking to ‘get a move 
on’? the case. If Judge Shaw should 
hold the same views as J udge McKinley 
(which it is to be hope@tie will not) the 
only other legal recourse is an appeal to 
the Supreme Coart. 

That First street should be opened 
out to the westward in some practicable 
way is a proposition which cannot be 
disputed. The business interests of the 
center of thecity and the. convenience 
of the large number of people living on 
the western hills demand it. Nothing 
is more certain than that, if the business 
part of town cannot expand beyond the 
narrow neckin which it is now con- 
fined, the center of trade will shift 
further down, where it can expand. If 
the hill dwellers cannot come in by the 
most direct and natural route they will | 


-have-to go a long way around and fare 


worse. 

We believe that a fair. policy in pub- 
lic improvements is to take care of 
the interests that we now have. To 
neglect or refuse to answer the rea- 
sonable requirements of any __ sec- 
tion .of the city is to depreciate 
values in that section and to drive im- 
provements away.

A Piece of Northern Insolence, 
The gall of onr northern neighbors in 
doling out the graciousness of thé State 
to Southern California is almost past 
comprehension.

_ PREHISTORIC CORN. 
A Crop of Grain from Seed Found in an 

Ancient Mound. 

BurpEeN, Kan., Dec. 1.--[Correspon- 
dence.| <A. J. Mercer, living near this 
city, has a patch of corn which is the 
rarest ever grown. The patch is small, 
but the grain is a kind which has never 
been seen in this country before. 

Last spring Mercer opened an ancient 
mound on his farm and in it found a lot 
of corn along, with certain prehistoric 
relics, showing that the corn had been 
put there ages ago. There was about 
a peck of it, and it was ina sealed jar. 
He gave about half ofit away to neigh- 
bors and others who wanted it fora 
curiosity. He thought it would be a 
good idea to plant some of it and pre- 
pared a piece of ground near hls house 
for that purpose, planting about two 
quarts of the seed. It sprouted and 
thrived well under the cultivation given 
it. The ears came well and have now 
been harvested. They are about six 
inches long, and the grains, which are 
small, being about one-fourth the size 
of the ordinary corn, are close to- 
gether, standing up with sharp points. 

Mercer thinks that this must be the 
original corn of this country from 
which the present Indianh corn has 
sprung through long and high cultiva- 
tion. Whatis remarkable about it is 
that the mound from which it was taken 
is undoubtedly very old, for on it are 
growing trees that show by their rings 
that they are over 200 years old. 
The relics found with the corn are 
similar to those found in the mounds of 
Ohio and Illinois and this mound must 
be coéxistent with those, which are 


thought to be over a thousand years

The second floor is occupied by two large 
wards, an operating room, trunk and store- 
room, and ten large rooms for patients; 
also a bath-room and several closets. Upon 
the last floorisa large room which will 
probably be used as the children’s ward, 
nine other rooms, store-room and bath- 
room. 
The buildiug is heated by hot-water 
pipes, and several of the rooms have fire- 
places. Gas, manufactured on the grounds, 
is used in lighting the rooms. The water is 
supplies from a welland two large cisterns. 
Electric bells and speaking-tubes are to be 
found throughout the building. 

Most of the rooms are unfurnished, but 
several have been furnished by Mrs. Bige- 
low, Mrs. H. G. Crane, Mr. Williams of 
Philadelphia, Mrs. Will Crocker of San 
Francisco, Mr. and Mrs. H. K. Winchester 
andothers. 

The site of the building is a slight eleva- 
tion in the Oak Park tract, a short distance 
from the end of the Bath] street car line. 
From the numerous verandasis an excel- 
lent view of the ocean, mountains and city. 
The place is exceptionally healthful, made 
so by the sheltered position it occupies. 

The idea of a cuttage hospital originated 
three yearsago with Mrs. Harriett Colder, 
and Mrs. H. K. Winchester, through whose 
influence several other ladies became :in- 
terested, and the result was the incorpora- 
tion of the Santa Barbara Cottage Hospital 
Association upon April 16, 1888. The ob- 
ject was to ‘‘establish a home for the sick;

principles, where skilled physicians, 
trained nursing, home comforts and heip 


~where help is needed will be offered to all, 


regardless of nativity or creed.”’ 

The first money raised was from dona- 
tions by Mrs. Mary A. Ashley and a lady 
from New York, followed by others. With 
this money the lot was purchased, and as 
other funds came the foundation was laid 
and the building was finally completed a 
few weeks ago.

THE MOONEY CASE. 


recting a Misapprehension. 

Los ANGELKS, Dec. 7.—[To the Editor of 
THE TimEs.] Knowing that you do not de- 
sire to do anyone injustice I wish to cor- 
rect some statements that appeared in your 
issue of yesterday, in an article entitled 
“An Old Tragedy Revived.” 

The ‘‘quiet road"* that Mooney and his 
wife were said to have been riding on was 
the road traveled regularly between Santa 
Monica and Los Angeles. At the time of the 
occurrence Mooney and his wife were on 
their way to Los Angeles to attend an en- 
tertainment, for which Mrs. Mooney Was in 
full dress. The manner in which the acci- 
dent occurred is stated with substantial 
correctness. Before the occurrence, how- 
ever, the parties had stopped at the house 
of Mr. Wren, a reputable neighbor who 
lived a short distance from the Mooney 
mansion toward Los Angeles, and informed 
Mr. Wren that they weregon their way to 
Los Angeles to attend an entertainment. 
He said he was coming along to Los Ange- 
les with his team in a very few minutes 
after that, which he did, and met Mrs. 
Mooney after the accident had occurred, 
doing her best to hold her husband up in 
the carriage and guide the team, returning 
to her home. No effort was made to hush 
up the matter. Mr. Wren. the neighbor, 
was on the jury of inquest, and all the tes- 
timony justified the verdict. 

Whether a brother of the dead man has 
arrived in Los Angeles city or not is not 
known certainly to Mrs. Mooney, for he 
has not called upon her. Whether he has 
secured the old buggy in wifich his brother 
met his death or not is not known: but it 
is hoped that he has, for witnesses are 
alive who will testify to the fact that the 
pistol in falling from the hand of Mooney, 
who had started to take it out of his pistol 
pocket behind, where it was annoying him, 
to hand it back to his wife, with the re- 
mark, ‘‘Take care of this, Mollie,’ at the time 
when she was stooping over to arrange the 
lap robe over her dress to keep off the dust, 
the | mage fellfrom his hand, caused by a 
sudden jolt of the wagon in a rut in the 
road, struck on the railing of the seat be- 
hind Mooney (his wife being seated in the 
seat behind him.) and made adent on that 
railing and was discharged. The testimony 
of the physician, Dr. Folsom, showing that 
the ball entered Mooney’s left side and 
back just below the shoulder-blade, ranging 
downward to the heart, showed that it 
would have been an utter impossibility for 
the wound to have been inflicted by Mrs. 
Mooneyinthe position shethen occupied; 


could have been fired by her from the left- 
hand side of the deceased. It would neces. 
sarily involve the holding of it in her left 
hand, she sitting in the seat behind him. 

As afriend of Mrs. Mooney's I called 
upon the Distriet Attorney this morning to 
inquire whether anything had been said to 
him by anyone tending to bring this matter 
_of the death of Mooney before the grand 
jury. The District Attorney replied that 
noone had called upon him. and that he

In regard tothe property said to have 
been possessed by Mooney at the time of 
his death, I know that Mooney had no prop- 


that no property had been deeded by 
Mooney to his wife for several years before 
his death. When Mooney became first 


Mrs. Drury, along back in 1874, and hada 
separate estate of her own amounting to 
several thousand dollars. She had formed 
an uncongenial marriage with Drury, and 
had left him, and was waiting here to geta 
divorce from him. Anattachment sprang 
up between her and Mr. Mooney, and it was 
agreed that they would be married as 
soon as she obtained her divorce from 
Drury and this was done. In the mean- 
time, Mrs. Mooney, having faith in Los 
Angeles, employed Mooney to purchase a 
piece of land at the corner of Main and 
Jefferson streets, Which she still owns, 
and where they lived for some time. An 
opportunity offering to buy the property 
on Spring street, which she now owns, she 
mortgaged the property on the corner of 
Main and Jefferson streets to buy the prop- 
erty on Spring street. This was done in 
the name of Mooney, her agent, but all 
transactions were those of her own separate 
estate. After their marriage and several 
years before his death Mooney conveyed 
the legal title of the property to Mrs. 
Mooney. 

Mooney and his wife were tenderly and 
devotedly attached to each other, and if 
they had any spats they were of a very 
trivial nature; butI know that the state- 
ment that they had a quarrel on the morn- 
ing of his death is not true. 

Last Wednesday, while Mrs. Mooney was 
sick in bed at Santa Monica, a letter pur- 
porting to be written by an attorney in Los 
Angeles, claiming to be the attorney for 
John C. Mooney, a brother of the deceased, 
was brought to her at her bedside by a boy, 
who said it was given to him by an un- 
known man near the house with instruc- 
tions totake it to her. This letter is the 
letter called a ‘letter of invitation’’ in the 
article in your paper: but it is in fact a let- 
ter of threats, intimating that Mrs. 
Mooney had been guilty of crime, causing 
the death of her husband, secreting his 
property and concealing the fact of his 
death; and intimating to her that John C. 
Mooney was about to take action in the 
matter, but would deter the same for a few 
days if she desired in the meantime to 
communicate with the said attorney as toa 
settlement. Mrs. Mooney immediately 
handed this letter to her attorney, and with 
indignation and scorn declined to treat 
with any person approaching her inthe 
manner indicated. By her attorney she 
has demanded of the District Attorney to be 
permitted to go before the grand jury and 
show this letter to it, and also that a full 
investigation be made of all these insinu- 
ations which have been thrown out against 
her, in order that they may be forever 
settled and buried. — , 

I hope you will publish this statement in 
justice to her. She is very ready to come 
into court, either civil or criminal, and re. 
spond to any legal complaint. There are 
some features about this matter which carry 
to her mind the idea of conspiracy to wrong 
her, and there is a third person in this city. 
outside of John C. Mooney and his attorney, 
who bears bitter hatred toward her because 
of the rejection of his amatory preposals, 
and who has threatened before this occur- 
rence to make her trouble. When the 
grand jury shall take hold of this matter 
the name of this party will be given and the 
whole business will be ventilated.

THE RAILROADS. 


Beginning Work on the Coast 


Line Road. 
The Southern Pacifie Road and the 
‘Tramp Nuisance. 
More About That Santa Fe-Santa 


Monica Deal. | 


Minor Stockholders Who Want to. Know, 


Few Tunnels—Local 
Notes, 


The truth of the article published in 
Tus Times yesterday, about a deal be- 
tween the Santa Fé and the Santa Mon- 
ica Wharf and Terminal Company, is 
denied by General Manager Wade, of 

he-Southern California road. As Mr. 

Wade was said to be one of the active 
parties in this.deal, and should know all 
about it, his emphatic denial throws 
some mystery over the reported trans- 
action and puts some embarrassment 
upon the reporter. This embarrass- 
ment, however, arises more from a dis- 
inclination to reiterate the original 
statement, despite the denial, than from 
aconfession of error. Mr. Wade says 
that such a deal has been talked of for 
two years, and may be for ten years more, 
and is now no nearer a close than it has 
ever been; but information emanating 
fram the Santa Monica parties is to the 
effect that a crisis in the affairs of the 
enterprise made an early settlement im- 
perative. - As for the Santa Fé’s inten- 
tions, after acquiring the property, no 
authoritative information was at hand, 
but as far as it related to the transfer 
of control of the Santa Monica Wharf 
and ‘Terminal Company the article was 
based on what was considered excellent 
authority. Its publication yesterday 
resulted in bringing to this city a num- 
ber of Santa Monica citizens, who are 
stockholders in the wharf company, 
who held a long discussion with General 
Manager Wade in his private office. 
They came. to seek information. 
It appears that thetwo factions in that 
company look with some_ suspicion 
upon each other, and atransfer of a ma- 
jority of the stock without the knowl- 
edge of a majoritv of the stockholders 
is not only possible but probable. Mr. 
Wade's statement that the publication 
Was premature implies a required rati- 
fication by the board of directors, and 
this, according to Tue Times informant, 

is all that is necessary to close the deal. 

TRAINMEN AND TRAMPS. 

The Southern Pacific, like the other 
roads leading to Southern California, is 
lined with tramps, whose faces are 
turned toward this inviting climate, and 
trainmen have tussles with them every 
day. The fellows often travel in

A Press dispatch from San Francisco 
says that the Pacific Improvement 
Company will begin work about Jan- 
uary 15 on the tunnels inthe first five 
miles of the Coast divisionin the gap 
south of Marguerita. The company has 
called for bids for the construction of 
the two tunnels, one 8600 andthe 
other 1400 feet long. Bids for the re- 
maining 125 miles of the road from 
Santa Marguerita to Elwood will be 
called for hereafter. This means that 
the Southern Pacific Company will fulfill 
its agreement with the people of. San 
Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara coun- 
ties to build the line as soon as practi- 
cable after the citizens shall have se- 
cured rights-of-way. :

The Coast Line. 
(San Francisco Examiner,] 

The completion of the arrangments 
for right of way for closing the gap on 
the coast railway is announced. The 
railroad company will now begin build- 
ing, and within a year it is expected to 
have the new line opened to Los An- 
geles. .The workis one of such impor- 
tance that it is surprising that it should 
have been left to this day. The line 
will shorten the run to Los Angeles by 
fifty to 100 miles, and will offer a much 
more pleasing route to travelers than 
that down the San Joaquin valley. It 
will, moreover, open up a large area of 
fertile country that is now difficult to 
reach and is almost cut .off from 
markets. San Luis Obispo is the only 
considerable town on that line that is 


not now connected with the outside 


world by rail, but several of them re- 
quire the traveler to go almost double 
distance to reach San Francisco. The 
new line will be an accommodation to 
the coast, and itis to be hoped that its 
construction will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible.

MISSING MULLER. 


Sudden Departure. 


He ‘“‘Worked” the Town for All It 
Was Worth. 


After Which He Took Leave for Parts 
Unknown. 


Remembrances Left Behind in the Shape 
of Unpaid Bills to the Amount of 
 @2500— A Clever 
Scheme, 


About a week ago E. Muller, who has 
been quite a prominent figure on the 
streets during the past few months, 
picked up his wife and baby and shuf- 
fled the dust of Los Angeles from his 
feet. 

Had Mr. Muller neglected to leave re- 
membrances in the shape of unpaid 
bills to the tune of about $2500 with 
various merchants, jewelers and restau- 
rant keepers, it is safe to say that his 
absence would not have created com- 
ment, and his name would not have 
been entered in the criminal records of 
this city 

Muller is a rather heavy-set German 
of medium height, with dark rown 
eyes and rather a pleasant smooth face. 

He came here some six or eight 
months ago and secured employment as 
night clerk in the Nadeau Hotel. He 
had for a wife an East Indian woman 
and one child, an infant eight or ten 
months old. He was very hard up, and 
as he was compelled to keep his family 
at a private residence on a very small 
salary it was very hard for him to make 
both ends meet. 

Just as he was beginning to get along 
he got in some woman scrape at the 
hotel and lost his place. He spent sev- 
eral days trying to raise $100, which 
he told his friends the woman demanded 
as hush money, or she would go to his 
wife with letters he had written her, 
and from this time on his downfall was 
rapid and easy. 

He managed to get a place at the 
United States Hotel, but he did not last 
long there, and the next heard of him 
he was punching tickets on one of the 
electric cars; but he did not last long 
there, and wher next heardof he was 
about the city telling how his mother 
had just died in East India and left him 
quite a fortune. 

He went toa notary pablic and had 
papers drawn up, which were sent to 
India through one of the local banks, 
As soon as tnis was done he started out 
on a regular crusade against the mer- 
chants. 

He called ona number of them, and 
in the most innocent possible manner 
informed them that hehad a fortune 
coming from India. Each merchant 
opened his eyesin astonishment, and 
took inthe story. Each one was told 
to call at the bank if they had any doubt 
about his fortune, and when he asked 
for credit they were only too glad to 
accommodate the imaginary rich man. 

Things went on in this fashion until 
Muller succeeded in getting in debt to 
the tune of about $2500, when he lit 
out for parts unknown. 

- As soon as the merchants discovered 
that he was gone they held a council of 


obtaining goods under false pretenses 
was sworn to and a warrant was placed 
in the hands of the police, but up todate 
they have faled to locate him, and the 
chances are that he will never be seen 
in this city again. 


INFORMATION. FOR INVALIDS. 


A Plan by Which Victims of Consumption 
may be Benefited., 


Dr. T.C. Duncan, president of the 
American Health Resort Association of 
Chicago, who is inthe city, says that 
the necessity for more reliable infor- 
mation by the medical profession on 
the question of climate, especially for 
consumptives, was fully impréssed upon 
him as never before on this visit to the 
Coast. He had conversed with invalids 
on his way and was surprised to learn 
that leading physicans of Boston, New 
York, Chicago and other points had 
recommended patients at this season of 


| the year to points not aj all adapted to 


their various conditions. Forexample, 
a consumptive from Boston was sent to 
St. Paul; a New York man with tuber- 
culosis was sent to San Francisco; a 
consumptive from Tacoma was headed 
for Colorado Springs—an evident misfit 
all around. Hethought that this sec- 
tion of California, especially back from 
the coast/a little ywas a good point for 
invalids“and had advised these various 
parties to try it, and then if they did 
not improve to push onto New Mexico 
—which, in the opinion of those who 
had carefully investigated the subject, 
was the best sectionon the continent 
for consumptives. 

Dr. Duncan remarked that the pro- 
fession was very desirous of unbiased 
information and his association would 
do much in the next few yearsin assist- 
ing the medical profession in getting 
their invalidsinto the right climate and 
to the resorts adapted to their various 
cases. 

Dr. Roberts, he said, who was _ repre- 
senting the American Health Resort 
Association in New England, reported a 
very hearty welcome by both profes- 
sion and people, even Mr. Blaine ex- 
pressing interest in the work, and wel! 
he might. The mortality in Maine, for 
example, among the young people from 
tuberculosis is appalling, amounting, it 
is said, to fully 50 percent. of all the 
deaths. While the American Health 
Resort Association was advisory merely 
they were nrged to devise some way to 
transfer some of these people from the 
New England coast to more salubrious 
surroundings, so that the mortality 
would be lessened and the people and 
State be a gainer. The rich can get 
away, but the poor must be assisted. 

Dr. Duncan believed that if those peo- 
ple in this section who have been bene- 
fited by climate would unite and codpe- 
rate with philanthropic persons in the 
East much good m:ght be accomplished 
in transporting these poor people who 
inherit consumption out into the vigor- 


fornia. If, for example, a loca! sanita- 
rium association was organized with a 
voluntary membership fee of say about 
$10 and annuai dues of a given amount 
a reception home might be built to 
which invalids could go in which could 
be fou d the various comforts those sick 
people need. They could have the ben- 
efit of the counsel of the best physicians 
in this section and sent to points

NO NEW DIDCESE. 


There Will be no Sabdivision of the Catho- 

The reported institution of a new 
Catholic diocese in California is denied 
by Catholic clergymen in this city, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle of Monday. 
Such a proposition has never been un- 
der consideration by those in authority, 
and it is said that there is no need for 
the establishment of an additional dio- 
cese in this State. Bishop Mora, with 
headquartets at Los Angeles, is in 
charge of the Southern diocese, which 
extends from the southern border of the 
State to Gilrey. Archbishop Riordan 
has control of the central diocese, which 
ends at Sacramento, and Bishop Mon- 
ogue governs the northern dincese. 
Tuere has been found no necessity to 
subdivide these districts, and, so far as 
is known in this city, no such division 
will be made. 

A little over a year ago, however, it 
was decided to ask for a coadjutor to 
Bishop Mora of Los Angeles Bishop 
Mora is a very aged man, and to the in- 
firmities of old age was added the dis- 
tress occasioned by an accident with 
which he met some time ago. He 
found it necessary, therefore, to ask 
for an assistant in the duties of his 
office. 

Asis ‘customary the names of three 
clergymen were submitted for the posi- 
tion. That of Very Reverend Father 
Joachim Adam, Vicar-General to Bishop 
Mora, was perhaps the most promi- 
nently mentioned, and yesterday it was 
reported that he was the choice in the 
council of prelates recently held in St. 
Louis. 

This does not mean, however, that he 
has been elevated to episcopal dignity, 
for the three names submitted will be 
sent to Rome, where the selection will 
be made. It is quite probable, thongh, 
that Vicar-General Adam will be the 
coadjutor to Bishop Mora. Hehas held 
his present position for over twelve 
years, and is universally esteemed by 
his people. 

Very Reverend Father Adam was born 
near Barcelona, in Spain, fifty-four 
years ago, and is a member ofa distin- 
guished Spanish family. His education 
was received at the Propaganda in 
Rome, where he was a fellow-student 
with Archbishop Riordan. Thirty years 
ago he came to this country, and for 
years was pastorat SantaCruz. Twelve 
years ago he went to Los Angeles as 
vicar-generalto Bishop Mora. He is 
esteemed as a prelate of great piety 
and learning. He has contributed reg- 
ularly to Catholic newspapers and mag- 
azines, and is known as a vigorous 
writer. Heis alsoa man of great ex- 
ecutive ability.

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IMMIGRATION, 


Important Meeting at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


Six Southern Counties ial California 
to Co-operate. 


Permanent Organization Formed and 
Officers Appointed. 


~The Boards of Supervisors to be Asked to 
Assist—Report of the Executive 
Committee — Dan Freeman 
Elected President. 


The Southern California Immigration 
Convention met yesterday morning in 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms, in 
pursuance of acall issued by a committee 
appointed by the chamber a month ago. 

Notice had been sent to the Boards of 
Supervisors of the six southern counties 
asking them to codperate with the 
various Boards of Trade and Chambers 
of Commerce of their respective sec- 
tions in the appointment of delegates. 

The‘ratio of apportionment of dele- 
gates was as follows: Ineach county, 
one for each 5000 inhabitants, and one 
additional where excess over multiples 
of 5000 equals 1250, This makes a 
total forty-one delegates. 

This convention was called with a 
view of establishing a permanent Immi- 
gration Bureau. The matter has been 
under discussion for some time in the 
press of Southern California. The Im- 
migration Convention recently held in 
the city of San Francisco appears to 
have brought no important results, and 
the view generally expressed by the 
newspapers of Southern California is 
that the State is too large and its in- 
terests too diversified to admit of one 
organization covering the entire terri- 
tory. 

‘A short time ago, at a meeting of rep- 
resentative citizens of San Diego 
county held in Oceanside, a call was 
formulated for an immigration conven- 
tion to be held at Oceanside December 
8. This call was promulgated, and re- 
ceived the signatures of a large num- 
ber of citizens of all sections of South- 
ern California. The secretary of this 
movement recently appeared before the 
Board of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commeérce, and stated that if the mat- 
ter should be taken up in earnest by this 
organization the Oceanside people 
would give way and join their efforts 
with those of the people of Los Angeles. 
The offer was accepted, and the two 
undertakings are now moulded into one. 

The delegates who recently took part 
in the State Immigration Convention in 
San Francisco have received formal 
notification that the project of the es- 
tablishment of a general immigration 
bureau for the entire State will be 
abandoned for lack of funds. This 
leaves the southern portion of the State 
no choice but to begin operations on its 
own account if anything in this line is to 
be acconrplished. The object aimed at 
by the projectors of the present conven- 
tion was to devise some plan whereby 
the immigration work of the various 
sections of Southern California may be 
simplified and strengthened by the es- 
tablishment of a central bureau, which 
shall put forth its efforts in behalf of 
the entire southern part of the State.

motion was put and voted down to ad- 
journ for fifteen minutes to allow the 
Los Angeles men to arrive. 

Dan Freeman said that while in the 
East he had found much desire to learn 
everything about Southern California. 
Mr. Manvel had found the same thing 
and partly at his suggestion the call 
had been issued. It was proposed to 
form a sort of annex to.the chamber 
and among other things do some adver- 
tising in Eastern newspapers. 

Subscriptions might also be obtained 
‘from wealthy people who are inter- 
ested, or, perhaps, assistance might be 
got from men who want to sell land, a 
charge being made for aévertising land, 
assurance first being had that the de- 

scription of the land wascorrect. Each 


county might also issue pamphiets and- 


let a local board supervise them. 
H. P. McKoon of San Diego thought 
_ the matter should be more centralized, 
and only one pamphlet issued. In this 
manner each section would be sure that 
it would get a fair show, The general 
_and indisputed facts in regard to the 
entire section would be given. A 
pamphlet devoted to the whole of South- 
ern California would carry more weight 
than one confined toa particular sec- 
tion. The pamphlet should be indorsed 
by the Board of Immigration. 


Dr. Jarvis of Riverside agreed with 


the last speaker. 
J.P. Jones thought it was a question 
whether it would be better to publish a 
short advertisement or adopt some 
other method. He was strongly in fa- 
vor of using a paster to affix to papers 
and letters., . 
H. G. Goudge thought an estimate 
ought to be made of the number of peo- 
ple who would be reached by the’ ye 
pers. 
J. P. Jones doubted whether an ap- 
propriation could. be got from the 
‘ Boards of Supervisors. He had had 
.Some experience in that line. He 
thought, however, that many. people 
having lands for sale would be glad to 
pay for registering their lands with the 
bureau. Sucha plan ought to furnish 
sufficient funds to carry on the work. 
Mr. McKoon thought the first thing 
Was to agree upon a permanent organi- 
zation. Then very much of the detail 
should be left to the members of that 
body. He moved that the convention 
proceed t6 organize. The motion was 
carried.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

On reconvening at 2 o’clock the com- 
mittee reported, offering the following 
resolutions: 

Resolvéd, That a permanent organiza- 
tion be formed to be known as the Southern 
California Bureau of Information, for the 
purpose of compiling, editing and distribut- 
ing authentic and impartial information 
concerning Southern California. 

Resolved, That such organization consist 
of forty-two members, apportioned among 
the six counties of Southern California as 
follows: Los Angeles 22, San Bernardino 
5, Orange 3,San Diego 7, Ventura 2 and 
Santa. Barbara 3. 

Resolved, That from such members there 
be selectéd an executive committee con. 
sisting of one from each county, which 
shall have full power and control of all 
matters pertaining to the purposes of the 
organization. 

Resolved, That the Board of Supervisors 
of eaeh county be requested to appoint the 
members of the advisory board. 

Kesolved: That the office of the organiza- 
tion be in the city of Los Angeles. 

Resolved, That a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee be held in the city of Los 
“aa on the 18th day of December, 
1891. 

Rev. T. W. Haskins suggested that 
the word ‘“‘immigration’’ should be in- 
troduced unless the committee had some 
objection. 

Dr. Hurley of San Bernardino said 
the matter had been canvassed by the 
committee, and they had come to the 
conclusion that the word had better be 
omitted. The word immigration had 
been much misused. 

A delegate thought that it would be 
better to insert the word ‘immigra- 
tion’’ as the Board of Supervisors were 
allowed to expend $1000 a year for 
purposes of immigration, but might ob- 
ject to do so for an ‘‘information’’ 
bureau. 

To test the question Mr. Haskins put 
it in the form of a motion, to add ‘‘and 
immigration,”’ the word informa- 
tion. 

Mr. Buchanan doubted the advisa- 
bility of ocalling those who come from 
one State to another ‘‘immigrants.’’ 
The name of immigrant has an odium 
attached to it at present, and would 
have more in the near future. The 
county was overrun with an undesirdble 
class Of immigrants from Europe. 
[Applause.] The Boatds of Supervisors 
would scarcely quibble over the matter. 

Mr. Haskins withdrew his motion, 
saying they could not affordto waste 
time over trifles in soimportant a mat- 
ter. 

The resolutions were then unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. McKoon said the question had 
come before the committee of whether 
it would not be better for this meeting 
to resolve itself into a permanent or- 
ganization until others were 
in order to save time. 

Dan Freeman observed that the sea- 
son was already late and that no time 
ought to be lost. He thought a perma- 
nent organization ought to be formed 
at once. 

Mr. McKoon put a resolution to the 
effect that the present convention be 
the permanent organization, to hold 
until their successors are appointed by 
the Boards of Supervisors. 


A. B. Minor of Colton said the San 


Bernardino delegates were not author- | 


ized to go so far as to enter into a per- 
manent organization. 

Mr. McKoon said it ‘would be only a 
temporary move. The Boards of Super- 
visors would undoubtedly, to some ex- 
tent, change the of the or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Hurley said, as far as he was con- 


‘cerned, he had been picked up on the 


spur of the moment, and would rather 
the matter go over. 

By request the secretary then read 
the call, showing why the convention 


was called—to establish a permanent 


Immigration Bureau. 
Mr. Wells, of the Board of Trade, 


urged immediate organization, subject | 


to.ratification or change by the Boards 
of Supervisors. 

A dele 
solving the convention other means of 
immigration should be dis- 


sed. 

“Mr. Middlecoff said this 
was composed of represeutative men 
and few changes would be necessary. 
There was no need for further delay. 

Other delegates depreca ted delay. 

Dr. Jarvis thought the instructions of 
the San Bernardino delegation should 


hamper the other delegations in- 


forming a permanent organization. 

The question as to permanent organ- 
ization was then put and unanimously 
carried. 

Mr. McKoon moved that the mem- 
bers from each county select their 
member ofthe Executive Committee to 
hold office until his successor is 
chosen, Carried. 

A recess of five minutes was then 
taken to enable the counties to select 
their men. The following were se- 
lected: Los Angeles, Dan Freeman; 
San Bernardino, Dr. J. M. Hurley; San 
Diego, Hosmer P. McKoon; Ventura, 
George M. Smith; Santa Barbara, G. C. 
Welch; Orange, M. J. Bundy. 

On the convention confirmed 
mes of the committee. 

. Welch offered a resolution that 
the Boards of Supervisors be requested 
to allow $100 
funds at their disposal for each mem- 
ber of the advisory board of that counry. 

A delegate suggested that this would 
make more for Los Angelescounty than 
the board had to spend. It was ex- 
plained that a county of theclass of 
Los Angeles had $2500 a year at its 
disposal for this purpose. 

Mr. Wells urged that the convention 
should be kept intact. There was much 
more work than the executive members 
of the counties could attend to. 

Dr. Hurley said the executive mem- 
bers were for the purpose of keeping up 
active work at home in their respective 
counties. 

Dr. Jarvis moved that the permanent 
officers of the Executive Committee, 
when elected, be the permanent officers 
of the bureau. Carried.

Some of 
the largest holders have marked the figures 
down very closely to panic prices, but their 
efforts to sell are not suggestive of demor. 
alization, and offerings from quarters 
where the pressure was greatest last 
week are momentarily expected. Three 
Crown stock in sacks was reported sold .as 
low as 5 cents a pound, but the fact has 
transpired that while up to the regulation 
Three Crown in size the goods were slightly 
out of condition. Sound stock went in fair 
sized parcels at 6 cents for 4-crown, 5}, 
cents for 8-crown and 4% cents for 2- 
crown. Boxed fruit, fully up to the re. 
spective standards of quality, sold at $1.25 
for 2-crown loose, $1.40 for 3-crown loose, 
$1.20 for second quality layers and $1.50 
for first quality layers. These were about 
the average prices.”
